“You should 
never provide your Social Secu- 
rity number or other personal in- 
formation over the Internet or by 
telephone unless you are ex- 
tremely confident of the source to 
whom you are providing the in- 
formation,” O’ Carroll said.

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Juvenile Justice Dept. Accused 
Of Misusing Regulations

FRANKFORT — Less than a 
decade ago, Kentucky’s juvenile 
justice system was a mess and 
under close scrutiny by the fed- 
eral government. Riots broke out 
at a Jefferson County facility for 
juvenile offenders. 

Then-Gov. Paul Patton ear- 
marked millions of dollars to de- 
velop a system of 12 regional resi- 
dential facilities for juveniles, and 
the Jefferson County facility was 
shut down. 

Last week, a judge accused the 
state Juvenile Justice Department 
of misusing emergency regula- 
tions to “fill beds” at those re- 
gional centers contrary to the in- 
tent of state lawmakers. 

In November, Franklin Circuit 
Judge William Graham ruled the 
department was violating state 
law by using a new system to clas- 
sify and house young offenders 
without changing state law. The 
lawsuit was brought by public 
defenders, who represent many of 
those youths at the centers and 
argue that many of the youths 
should be in foster care or home 
supervision. 

So the Juvenile Justice Depart- 
ment adopted so-called “emer- 
gency regulations” to justify its 
change in procedures. Graham 
ruled last week the department 
had misused the emergency regu- 
lations - he called it a “bureau- 
cratic sin” - and ordered depart- 
ment officials to stop using the 
new procedures. 

Juvenile Justice Commissioner 
Bridget Skaggs Brown said 
Graham’s ruling would be ap- 
pealed. 

“I don’t know that he under- 
stands the complexity of the is- 
sue,” Brown commented. 

Meanwhile, Graham told de- 
partment officials and public de- 
fenders to get together to resolve 
their differences. 

I expect Graham understands 
the complexities very well indeed. 
He’s been refereeing similar is- 
sues involving state agencies for 
the last two decades. 

Those agencies are supposed 
to operate according to policies 
and procedures laid down by the 
General Assembly. In the case of 
juvenile offenders in state cus- 
tody, lawmakers determined that 
juveniles be placed in “an envi- 



ronment that is the least restric- 
tive to their treatment.” The new 
classification system ignored that 
directive, Graham decided. 

Kentucky lawmakers have 
complained for years that state 
agencies use their power to issue 
regulations to write new laws out- 
side the General Assembly’s in- 
tent. Since the General Assembly 
doesn’t exist constitutionally 
when it is not in formal session, 
the only way to challenge regu- 
lations between sessions is to seek 
a court ruling. 

There is a legislative commit- 
tee that reviews regulations, but 
it does not have the power to re- 
ject them. 

I’m actually fairly sympathetic 
to Brown’s problem. There are 
440 juveniles in the regional resi- 
dential facilities, and the depart- 
ment is supervising more than 
1,000 youths in communities 
across the state or on probation. 

Finding foster care or commu- 
nity-based programs for juvenile 
offenders isn’t easy. By and large, 
these are not necessarily very nice 
kids. And the department is com- 
peting for foster care with other 
agencies that handle children who 
are victims of neglect or abuse. 

Perhaps the public defenders 
who brought the lawsuit and de- 
partment officials can work out a 
sensible resolution to their dis- 
pute over the department’s 
change in classifying juveniles. 
That certainly would be prefer- 
able to a long and protracted ap- 
peals process the department 
probably will lose. 

Like every other human ser- 
vices agency in state government, 
Juvenile Justice — and the pub- 
lic defenders’ program — un- 
doubtedly has too few poorly- 
paid professionals with large case 
loads, and it is far easier for the 
department to ship a juvenile off 
to an empty bed in a regional cen- 
ter than beat the bushes for a fos- 
ter family in the juvenile’s own 
community. 

But the agency’s responsibil- 
ity is to convince legislators of the 
problem and either solve it or 
change the law. 

The “bureaucratic sin” Gra- 
ham spoke of is in trying to 
change the law without getting 
approval of those charged with 
writing the law.

Child Booster Seat, Eminent 
Domain Bills Pass 



FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 17 
— House Democrats focused on 
several planks of Commitment to 
Kentucky Families this week, 
passing child safety and property 
rights bills. 

Keeping children that are too 
big for a car seat but too small for 
seat belts safe prompted HB 372. 
The bill, which passed 81- 14, 
would require Kentuckians to 
strap small children who weigh 
less than 80 pounds and are 40 to 
57 inches tall into booster seats 
when riding in vehicles. Motor- 
ists who do not comply with the 
booster seat law will be fined $25. 
The state could receive a $10,000 
grant to help parents unable to 
afford booster seats. Keeping all 
of our children safe on Kentucky 
roads is important and requiring 
booster sets will save many lives. 

School entrances become dan- 
gerous in the mornings and after- 
noons with kids and parents en- 
tering and exiting the parking lots. 
A request for a traffic signal at one 
of these busy areas, and a subse- 
quent denial of that request by the 
Department of Highways, was the 
impetus behind HB 394. House 
members passed legislation this 
week requiring the department to 
install a traffic signal at the en- 
trance to a school district if the 
school is located on a state-main-

tained rod that carries more than 
10,000 vehicles per day. HB 394 
passed 68-29 and is on its way to 
the Senate for consideration. 

Anyone who has ever tried to 
drop off or pick up a child at 
school knows how difficult and 
dangerous it can be with hundreds 
of cars, trucks and vans converg- 
ing on one site. This bill will help 
legislators determine when a 
school is in particular need of a 
traffic light at their entrance and 
ensure that the light gets installed. 

Another important bill we 
voted on this week was HB 508, 
which is a response to a Supreme 
Court decision last summer that 
allowed public agencies to seize 
property for economic develop- 
ment. HB 508 passed 95-1 and 
would prevent government enti- 
ties from condemning private 
land through eminent domain for 
use by private businesses, even if 
it would benefit the public by pro- 
viding jobs or building the tax 
base. The bill is on its way to the 
Senate, where similar legislation 
has been introduced. 

Floor debate in the House 
lasted until early evening on 
Wednesday as lawmakers pre- 
pared to vote on House Bill 290, 
a bill that would keep the names 
of those with licenses to carry 
concealed weapons private. 
Those individuals’ names are now 
public record. 

The bill would also protect 
owners of firearms by only allow- 
ing law enforcement officers to 
view a licensee’s training records, 
allowing licensees to keep fire- 
arms in their vehicles on their 
employer’s property and prohib- 
iting lawfully-owned weapons 
from being seized (and concealed 
carry permits from being sus- 
pended) during disasters or emer- 
gencies. HB 290 passed 89-7 and 
now goes to the Senate for con- 
sideration.

This week, we would like to 
report on roads in Morgan 
County. As you are aware, each 
county has state primary roads, 
state secondary roads, rural sec- 
ondary roads, supplemental 
roads, city roads, and county 
roads. Each type has a different 
funding source. For example, the 
county roads funding comes 
through Frankfort from the 
County Road Aid Agreement. We 
get a set amount each year for 
maintaining roads. Special fund- 
ing comes through grants or 
emergency requests to do 
projects. City government main- 
tains all roads inside the city lim- 
its. 

A fiscal year for government 
runs July 1 through June 30. We 
are now working on the 2007 al- 
lotments. We know that for 2007, 
our County Road Aid will be in- 
creased by approximately 
$80,000.00. We have made our 
recommendations for next year’s 
Rural Secondary Road Program 
for blacktopping. Last year, Route 
1010 was the last road on the list, 
so when the state bid projects, 
Route 1010 was cut short. It is the 
priority #1 road for this year. 

Here is a list of roads in the 
order that the State Rural Second- 
ary Road funds have been re- 
quested (if approved in Frankfort, 
these projects will begin in the fall 
of this year): Route 1010 two 
miles from Route 460 at White 
Oak; Route 705 starting at point 
of ending last year to past 
Woodsbend Boys Camp, a total 
of 2.148 miles; Route 772 from 
Route 519 2.5 miles; Route 705, 
7 tenths of a mile from Tabernacle 
Road toward Route 772; Route 
437, 8.5 miles reshouldering 
project to widen road from Route 
172 to Peddler Gap. 

Also, we ask the Rural Sec- 
ondary Road Fund for additional 
money to blacktop additional 
county roads as these projects are 
bid in August or September. We 
will report on which projects are 
being funded this year. A copy of 
these requests will be filed in my 
office if anyone would like to 
view them.

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Gateway District Health De- 
partment is celebrating Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month. Even 
though there is one specific 
month designated the “aware- 
ness” month, everyone should be 
aware of this disease all year. 
Awareness of colorectal cancer 
and the importance of early de- 
tection is a message we all need 
to hear and heed, even men. 

Colorectal Cancer is com- 
monly called colon cancer. It is 
the third most common cancer in 
men after prostate and lung. It is 
also the second leading cancer 
killer in the U.S. (CDC). Your 
chances of developing colorectal 
cancer increases after the age of 
50. Ninety percent of cases are in 
people 50 or older. Even though 
these statistics are startling, there 
is hope. It is nearly 90% prevent- 
able! Screening tests increase 
your chances of NOT developing 
this disease. 

When most people think of 
colon cancer screening tests the 
first thing they think of is a 
colonoscopy. However, there is 
good news for people who put off 
testing because of this reason. A 
simple take home test can be just 
as good at detecting colorectal 
cancer as the more invasive 
colonoscopy. The test, called a 
Fecal Occult Blood Test (FOBT), 
is a noninvasive test that detects 
the presence of hidden blood in 
the stool. This hidden blood can 
be the first, and sometimes the 
only, warning sign that a person 
has colorectal cancer. This test is 
quick and convenient. 

The week of March 6, Gate- 
way District Health Department 
and Bath, Menifee, Morgan, and 
Rowan County Health Depart- 
ments will be organizing a 
Colorectal Cancer Screening 
event. This event involves the 
Fecal Occult Blood Test. The 
event schedule is as follows: Mor- 
gan County is March 6, Rowan 
County is March 8, Bath County 
is March 9, and Menifee County 
is March 10. This event is open 
to everyone 45 years old or older, 



anyone who has a family history 
of colon cancer, or anyone who 
has had a previous diagnosis of 
colon cancer. You may pick up 
the FOBT card between 8:30 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. The cost for this 
test is $6.00, unless you have 
Medicare or Medicaid, then it’s 
free. Staff members will be avail- 
able for any questions you should 
have. 

The best way to prevent 
colorectal cancer is to get 
screened. The thought of a 
screening test may make some 
people uneasy. However, the pre- 
vention and/or early detection of 
colorectal cancer is worth the test. 
The reward for doing the test - 
LIFE.

Earthquake 

Preparedness 

No matter where you are, 
know how to protect yourself and 
your family during an earth- 
quake. Practice taking cover as if 
there were an earthquake and 
learn the safest places in your 
home and work. Practice getting 
out of your home and check to 
see if the planned exits are clear 
and if they can become blocked 
in an earthquake. Practice turn- 
ing off your electricity and wa- 
ter. Know how to turn off the gas, 
but do not practice this step. In 
the event of an earthquake, once 
you turn off you gas, only your 
utility company should turn it 
back on for safety reasons. 

Take COVER under a sturdy 
desk, table, or other furniture. If 
that is not possible, seek cover 
against an interior wall and pro- 
tect your head and neck with your 
arms. Avoid danger spots near 
windows, hanging objects, mir- 
rors, or tall furniture. 

Tips 

*When in a HIGH-RISE 
BUILDING, move against an in- 
terior wall if you are not near a 
desk or table. Protect your head 
and neck with your arms. Do not 
use elevators. 

*When OUTDOORS, move 
to a clear area away from trees, 
signs, buildings, or downed elec- 
trical wires and poles. 

*When on a SIDEWALK 
NEAR BUILDINGS, duck into 
a doorway to protect yourself 
from falling bricks, glass, plaster 
and other debris. 

*When DRIVING, pull over 
to the side of the road and stop. 
Avoid overpasses and power 
lines. Stay inside your vehicle 
until the shaking stops. 

*When in a CROWDED 
STORE OR OTHER PUBLIC 
PLACE, move away from dis- 
play shelves containing objects 
that could fall. Do not rush for 
the exit.

Quilt blocks judged at 
Jan. String Along meeting 



FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 13- 
Ten million dollars in additional 
funding has been allocated by the 
Kentucky General Assembly for 
crisis home energy assistance 
through the Low-Income Home 
Energy Assistance program 
(LIHEAP). Changes in program 
regulations also will expand eli- 
gibility criteria to serve more 
households at risk for having their 
utility service cut off as a result 
of non-payment of home heating 
bills. 

Colder-than-usual tempera- 
tures early in the heating season 
combined with unprecedented in- 
creases in home energy costs 
mean that more Kentucky fami- 
lies will be unable to afford to 
adequately heat their homes this 
winter. The additional funding 
was provided in response to this 
increased need. 

“I think the General Assembly 
is to be commended because this 
marks the first time that the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky has put 
state money into this vital pro- 
gram”, siad KACA Executive 
Director Kip Bowmar “LIHEAP 
helps protect the working poor, 
the disabled, senior citizens and 
families with young children.” 
Changes in the LIHEAP pro- 
gram accompanying the emer- 
gency funding increase extend the 
application period for crisis assis- 
tance to April 15. The funding 
limit per household also will in- 
crease from $125 to $250. 

Income eligibility was 
changed from 110 percent to 130 
percent of the federal poverty 
level and rules pertaining to other 
household assets were modified 
to extend eligibility to more 
households. This is an increase in 
resources that makes additional 
households eligible for benefits 
for all heating sources. These 
changes to the LIHEAP program 
are effective immediately. 

The LIHEAP program is op- 
erated in Kentucky by through the 
Kentucky Association for Com- 
munity Action, which manages 
the application process and dis- 
tributes benefits through a net- 
work of 23 Community Action 
Agencies serving all 120 counties. 
The Cabinet for Health and Fam- 
ily Services receives LIHEAP 
funding from the U.S. Depart- 
ment for Health and Human Ser- 
vices and, now, state appropria- 
tions, and contracts with KACA 
to operate the program. In previ- 
ous years, Kentucky’s LIHEAP 
program was entirely federally 
funded.

Morning Hypoglycemia 



Everyone experiences one of those days when they wake up with a headache 
or feel a bit grouchy. For people with diabetes, these may be symptoms of a 
potentially life-threatening condition: morning hypoglycemia. 



Also known as low blood sugar and 
insulin reaction, hypoglycemia occurs from 
time to time in most people with diabetes, 
even among those who work hard to keep 
their diabetes under control. It can occur at 
any time of day and for a variety of reasons, 
ranging from over-using drugs to treat dia- 
betes to exercising harder than usual. 

How do you know if that headache is a 
warning sign? The most important and 
accurate measure is a blood glucose read- 
ing of 70 mg/dL or lower; that is the 
benchmark for hypoglycemia. Other symp- 
toms include: 

• Shakiness 

• Dizziness 

• Sweating 

• Paleness 

• Unexplained behavioral changes 
(moodiness, crying) 

• Clumsy or jerky movements 

• Confusion 

•Tingling around the mouth 

• Seizure 

• Loss of consciousness 

The first line of defense against morning 
hypoglycemia is to check your blood sugar 



regularly, especially just before bedtime. If 
your reading is below 120 mg/dL, eat a larg- 
er bedtime snack than usual and make 
sure it contains carbohydrates and protein. 

You must follow your schedule for eat- 
ing and taking medications as closely as 
possible, and be aware of how changes in 
that schedule can affect your blood sugar. 
Eating dinner earlier than usual, for exam- 
ple, or skipping your nighttime snack, can 
bring on morning hypoglycemia. Drinking 
alcohol in the evening, especially without 
eating, can cause morning hypoglycemia 
as well. Exercising regularly is an impor- 
tant part of a healthy lifestyle. However, 
be aware that if you exercise harder or 
longer on a particular day, you should be 
prepared to eat a bit more to keep your 
blood sugar level from dropping too low. 

If you feel any symptoms of hypo- 
glycemia, check your blood glucose read- 
ing immediately. If it is 70 mg/dL or lower, 
quickly drink a half-cup of any fruit juice or 
regular— not diet— soft drink, eat five or 
six pieces of hard candy, or take two to 
three glucose tablets. Be careful not to 
over-treat. It could take up to 15 minutes

for these measures to take effect; if you 
over-consume sugar, you may go quickly 
from having blood sugar that is too low to 
having blood sugar that is too high. After 
15 minutes, check your blood sugar again; 
if it is still low, repeat the treatment. 

If you have several episodes of hypo- 
glycemia, be sure to discuss the problem 
with your doctor. You may need to change 
your medication or your dosing regimen.

Local residents invited to 
rally for seat belt legislation 



JACKSON, Ky. — Morgan 
County residents are invited to 
attend a rally to show support for 
primary seat belt legislation now 
making its way through the Ken- 
tucky General Assembly. The 
rally will be held on Friday, Feb. 
24, at 1 p.m. at the Rural Law 
Enforcement Technology Center 
(Hal Rogers Center) in Hazard. 
The building is located at 101 
Bulldog Lane, just off Ky. 15 
south of Hazard, in front of Haz- 
ard High School. 

“We are asking everyone who 
favors the passage of this legisla- 
tion to attend and show their sup- 
port,” said Linda Wagner-Justice, 
chief district engineer for the De- 
partment of Highways District 
10. “We especially want emer- 
gency service providers and first 
responders, members of the medi- 
cal community and others in our 
District 10 counties with an in- 
terest in this bill to come 
andexpress their thoughts on how 
vital this life-saving legislation is. 

“This legislation is a priority 
of Governor Ernie Fletcher and 
the KentuckyTransportation 
Cabinet. Governor Fletcher and 
Transportation Secretary Bill 
Nighbert spoke in favor of the bill 
at a statewide rally last Tuesday, 
Feb. 7, in the Capitol Rotunda in 
Frankfort. ’’Nothing is more im- 
portant than the lives of our citi- 
zens. We need a primary seat belt 
law now,” Governor Fletcher 
said. 

Last week, the House Trans- 
portation Committee approved 
the legislation and sent it to the 
full House of Representatives for 
a vote. 

“A primary seat belt law is the 
single most important thing we 
can do in this state to reduce fa- 
talities and serious injuries caused 
by vehicle crashes,” Secretary 
Nighbert said. “I applaud the 
members of the committeeand the 
leadership shown by Governor 
Fletcher to bring this issue to 
theforefront. This is about saving 
lives. ’’Statistics show about 67 
percent of Kentuckians wear their 
seat belts. The state ranks 47th 
nationally in seat belt usage. If the 
seat belt bill becomes law, at least 
62 lives will be saved in the first 
year.” 



“The time has come to pass 
this legislation. Our cars are built 
differently, our speed limits have 
changed and we have to change 
to protect our people, ’’said Rep- 
resentative Marie Rader, R- 
McKee, who represents the Dis- 
trict 10 county of Owsley in the 
House of Representatives. The 
committee’s vice-chairwoman 
went on to say “if my vote can 
save one life, it’s worthwhatever 
sacrifice I make.” 

A primary seat belt law would 
give law enforcement officers the 
authority to pull over a motorist 
simply for not wearing a seat belt. 
Currently, a driver has to commit 
another traffic offense before he 
or she can be pulled over for not 
being buckled up. Recent re- 
search from the University of 
Kentucky’s Transportation Cen- 
ter and from the Kentucky Insti- 
tute of Medicine revealed some 
startling projectionsconcerning 
the impact a primary seat belt law 
would have on Kentuckyfamilies 
and the state’s economy. Some of 
the highlights include: 

*At least 62 fewer fatalities 
per year 

*388 fewer incapacitating spi- 
nal cord and traumatic brain in- 
juries 

* 1 ,05 1 fewer non-incapacitat- 
ing injuries from accidents 
involvingpassenger vehicles and 
light trucks. 

^Kentucky ’s Medicaid budget 
would save a minimum of $40.9 
millionover 10 years, including 
$2.2 million the first year and 
$585,000 per yearfor long-term 
medical care. 

^Kentucky would save $324 
million in comprehensive costs 
(lost lifeyears and productivity). 
The recently approved federal 
highway reauthorization bill in- 
cludes anotherincentive for a pri- 
mary seat belt law. Under the fed- 
eral bill, if Kentucky adopts a pri- 
mary seat belt law, the state will 
get an additional $11.2million in 
federal funds to use for safety im- 
provements on state roads. 

District 10 of the Department 
of Highways consists of Breathitt, 
Estill,Lee, Magoffin, Menifee, 
Morgan, Owsley, Perry, Powell 
and Wolfe counties ineast-central 
and southeastern Kentucky. 



Web conference equipment 
for science, math teachers 



Equipment provided to 
area teachers by Regional 
Tech Center and U of K 

The Morgan County Regional 
Technology Center (MCRTC) 
and University of Kentucky Ap- 
palachian Math and Science 
Project are providing new web 
conferencing equipment to 400 
middle school and high school 
math and science teachers in the 
region. Morgan County teachers, 
principals, and technology coor- 
dinators were the first to receive 
this equipment and be trained on 
its use during a Saturday work- 
shop in January at the MCRTC. 

The project will provide tech- 
nology equipment, including a 
web cam, microphone, headset 
and digital writing tablet to teach- 
ers, technology coordinators and 
principals. Teachers can use the 
equipment for participation in on- 
line programs that can enhance 
their educational opportunities, 
improve their teaching skills, and 
improve the performance of their 
students. All middle schools and 
high schools in Bath, Carter, 
Elliott, Fleming, Floyd, Johnson, 
Letcher, Magoffin, Menifee, 
Morgan, Owsley, Powell, Rowan, 
and Wolfe Counties are expected 
to participate. 



Morgan County Middle 
School Principal, Darren 
Sparkman was among the partici- 
pants at the January workshop at 
the MCRTC. According to Mr. 
Sparkman, “The web 
conferencing equipment received 
through this project will allow our 
teachers to access professional 
development opportunities from 
the convenience of their class- 
rooms.” 

Teams from each school will 
be selected to train their col- 
leagues on the use of the 
equipment. Team members will 
receive a $100 stipend and travel 
expenses for attending the work- 
shops at the MCRTC. The teach- 
ers recruited into the program will 
receive a $50 stipend as well as 
$200 in technology conferencing 
equipment. This is the same 
equipment received by the 
CATSbusters participants. Future 
training workshops are expected 
to take place within the next two 
months at the MCRTC.
